The estate of the deceased is valued 


at about $115,000, and consists of 
the 


saloon near the corner of Broadway 
and Eighth streets, which Is valued at 
about $6.000. 
Besides this there are 


some flats in West Oakland that bring 
in '"a rental of $30 a month, and other 
property. 
By the will of the deceased he left 


all of his estate to his wife and gave 
his two daughters nothing, and they 
now claim that he was unduly influ- 


enced by his wife to make such a dis- 
position of it. 


Besides having the, property all left 


her by will, Mrs. Thayer has deeds to 
it alias well, which were given to her 
by her husband,'she says, with the un-

This 
transfer was made at sea only a few 
days before and .the Japanesr could 
have had no knowledge of it until they 
boarded the Orel at Tsushima; and 
yet, at a later investigation, they had 
the effrontery to say that in having 
these men on board we had used the 
vessel in violation 
of 
the 
Geneva 
treaty and that they had fired on us 
because these men were 'on board. 
"The Orel and Kostroma were taken 
to Sasebo, where for fifteen days all 
on board were held close prisoners. 
They, were not allowed to communt- 
'cate with their government or with 
anybody else. The Japanese later sent 
the Orel's crew back to Russia. They 
agreed to release the Kostroma, 
but 


changed their minds and sent hec offi- 
cers and crew away on other vessels. 
They have the Orel and Kostroma and 
\yill keep them both. 
Of the battle Dr. Paris knows little.

Roosevelt today received the St. Gauden's 
medal, designed and executed to comme- 
morate his Inauguration to the presidency. 


It is of gold and is about three Inches 


in diameter. 


On its face the medal bears a relief 


bust of the President, the view being a 
sharp profile. 
Around the likeness is the inscription 
"Theodore Roosevelt, President 
of 
the 


United States," and to the right of the 
bust Is the Latin phrase "Aeuqm cuique." 


On the reverse side in relief is - an 


American eagle perched on a crane. 
Around it is the inscription "Washing- 


ton, D. C., March IV, MCMV,, E. pluribus 
unum."

presented with one of the medals in 
gold,

from Nome sa!y a disastrous storm has 
been racing there for several days/River 
street has been converted into a laike, 
some inundations of cellars have occur- 
red and the beach has received a thor- 
ougrh" and much-needed clearing. 
The 


greatest damage, however, has resulted 
in the creeks. 
Nome, Penny and the 


Kuzitrim rivers arc unusually high. The 
Kougarok and the streams in.'its vi- 
cinity are raging torrents, while the flood 
in Anvil creek beats all records. 
The 


dams of Nos. o and S are gone, and the 
ditch of the Pioneer Company above 
Banner station burst its bounds. 
The 


water, tearing down the hillside, washed 
out part of the railway, which, however, 
has been repaired. On No. 3 above dis- 
covery on Dry creek a dam has been 
swept off and Denhart's di'tch also suf- 
fered. Many dams on Dexter gave way. 


The Solomon district IK the largest suf- 


ferer, the fine bridge at the East Fork 
having been destroyed, and the railroad 
washed out in several places, especially 
along the beach. 


Much damage was caused to the prop- 


erty of the Miocene Company on Glacier. 
Everything had been put in shape for 
the commencement 
of 
the summer's 


work, when the creek rose so much and 
so unexpectedly that the company's pit, 
which had been worked by the hydraulic 
lift, was some twenty, feet deep. 
The 


removal of the "dead" stuff and the de- 
lay and disarrangement of the prelim- 
inary work will cause a loss to the com- 
pany of an amount certainly in the .thou- 
sands. 


The camp of the Midnight Sun Mining 


and Ditch Company is under "water and 
lumber for eighty sluice boxes, the com- 
pany's property, has been carried oft.

existence of these houses of prostitu- 
tion, he had the legal right to be there 
It would be preposterous to say that 
where the public may freely enter to 
violate the law a police officer is ex- 
cluded from entering to prevent it 


"He may remain there to make ob- 


servations and may make inquiries to 
obtain evidence 
he may ask 
the 


names and addresses of those he finds 
there with that object in view, and if 
his presence has the effect of driving 
visitors away, or deterring them from 
coming it has a proper and legitimate 
elect 
So, too, he may warn those who 


are about to enter such places of 
their character, and the provisions of 
the ordinance against visiting 
them. 


He can be there either for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the law by the ap- 
prehension of its violators and secur- 
ing evidence to punish them, or 
to 


prevent infractions of the law 
by 


timely warning to those who are dis- 
posed to violate it. The maintenance 
of houses of this character is a con- 
tinuous 
offense 
These houses are 


public nuisances, as localities to which 
the public are invited to commit crime 
and where it is constantly committed, 
save when the presence of an officer 
m the locality has a deterrent effect 
No public place whose existence 
is 


devoted exclusively to vice can claim 
mmunity from the peaceful presence 
of the officer upon i,s passageways 
and approaches, with a view of sup- 
pressing it 


POLICE HAD A RIGHT. 


"The police had a right to be any- 


where 
on these common 
passage- 


ways and they violated no right of 
plaintiff in placing themselves near 
he entrance of Dupont street, or in 
making the inquiries of persons about 
:o enter thereon, of which plaintiff 
complains 
Their action was aimed 


solely at these houses of prostitution. 
Their object was to procure evidence, 
and their inquiries in that direction 
were legitimate and proper, and

;be presence of these officers, and

"If a man sees fit to establish a 


business which would

the circumstances of this case could 
not protect this public

SAN BERNARDINO July 11—An- 


other terrible story of the desert lur- 
ing men Into the very jaws of death 
has been brought In by James R. Mc- 
Rae, a prospector, who, himself hav- 
ing had a close shave from succumb- 
ing to the intense heat, met a party 
of six who were saved by little less 
than a miracle. 


McRae was hurrying out of the Tel- 


escope 
range, 
which 
overshadows 


Death Valley, 
when his horse was 


stricken dead by overexertlon In the 
heat 
A water cask which the animal 
carried had to be abondoned, and tak- 
ing in his canteen sufficient to see him 
to the next spring, ten miles distant 
he set out afoot. 


When too late he discovered his can- 
teen was leaking, and before half the 
distance was covered he was entirely 
withoutj water Suffering with the heat 
and in agony from thirst McRae de- 
cided not to attempt to push on the 
remaining five miles to the springs 
during the day and crawled beneath a 
mesquite tree, where he suffered until 
late the following night, when he ven- 
tured forth, though the heat iras still 
intense 
"When I at last dragged myself to 


the edge of the spring, after hours of 
torture, I had already commenced to 
see all manner of hideous shapes flit- 
ting about and the drip, drip of the 
water trickling from the rocks into the 
muddy pool sounded at times like de- 
moniacal laughter ' 


McRae sat on a rock, rolled a pipe- 


ful of tobacco in his hands and let 
forth a shrill call 
His voice echoed, 
down the hot, rock canyon, and, light- 
Ing his pipe, he again filled the canyon 
with resounding echoes, and a moment 
latef leaped to his feet involuntarily, 
startled by a resounding cry 
Filling 


up his canteen McRae otarted in the 
direction of the sound frequently call- 
ing so as to attract attention and oc- 
casionally a response came each time 
the voice being; nearer, until McRae 
came upon a. miner struggling toward 
him 
He was offered the canteen and seized 


It savagely, but withdrawing It from his 
lips pointed down the road and staggered 
on. ifcRae managed to get from him 
that there were others a short distance 
off dying of thirst, and taking the can- 
teen McRae hurried along down the can- 
von, coming upon five other men, all 
lying or sitting on the ground 


Their tongues were swollen and a I 


white froth 
fringed 
their lips 
For 


twenty hours' they had been without .a 
drop of water and the thermometer ra-ig^ 
Ing as high as 140 They had started 
from Pahrump Nev, to look for rich 
placer ground In Death Valley had lost 
their way, and getting into the Teie- 
scope range had devoted their nlgbtE 
prospecting for water 
holes 
Finally 


realizing the futttity of their search they 
started for the railroad 


They found one water hole after an- 


other without a drop of water, and had 
been walking twenty hours without a 
drop of fluid They -were about to give 
tip to the seeming inevitable, believing a 
quick death preferable to the torture* 
they were sufferlnc, when they heard the 
echo of McRae's voice as he felt life 
and hope return on slaking his thirst, and 
the one menfcer of their party able to 
continue the 
walk stumbled on after 


assistance. 
When the five miners were at last able 


to follow McRae back to the spring they 
plastered the wet mud In their mouths 
and over their faces and arms to draw 
out the pain produced by the flense sun. 
All lay about the iprtng'for several days 
Two of the men ere James de Long and 
Hyram Phillips who have been employed 
as miners In the Kern river .field, another 
is a man 
named Blake, who lives ID 


Owens valley, and another le Ben Ray- 
mond, a Daggett miner There were also 
two brothers In the party named Rice, 
who live in Pahrump and have been 
mining on the desert for year*.

tion to giving1 notice to all northern 
police officials to be on the lookout 
for the fugitive bigamist, and he still 
has hopes of capturing the man and 
bringing him back for trial. 


District Attorney Byington said this

"I have had an Intimation from

Mrs. McCurdy, in turn, had issued 


an authorisation to Attorney Kingdon 
to dispose of the property as he saw 


fit, and this authorization was sprung 
by Kingdon on. Lucas and the deputy 
sheriff. So there will have to be other 
court proceedings, before the matter 
is cleared up.

The Pope agd Italian Politics. 


Whether the encyclical of the Pope, calling upon" Catholics 


throughout Italy to vote and take an active part in politics means that 
the attitude of the Vatican toward the Monarchy has changed is con- 
jectural, but beyond question it will operate to strengthen the hands of 
the King in the national parliament. It will check the growing power 
"of the Socialists, and insure a firm and stable administration under a 
conservative ministry. 


As Cardinal Sarto, the present Pontiff was kindly disposed to the 


House of Savoy, and he was counted as a believer in Italian unity, but 
up to this time he has adhered to tlie policy announced by Pio Nono, 
and continued by Leo XIII, of total abstention from political affairs. 
When Victor Emmanuel I seized, the Territories of the Church, the 
Italian Parliament at the instigation of the King voted the Papacy an 
"annual subvention of $600,000 a year as compensation for the loss of 
its dominions and the extinguishment of the Pontiff's sovereign pow- 
ers. 
Pio Nono refused to accept the subsidy on the ground that to 


do so would be to condone an act of spoliation and usurpation. Leo 
XIII followed in. his predecessor's footsteps, though his personal at- 
titude toward the Monarchy was less resentful than that of Pius. 


However, Leo rigidly adhered to the non expedit encyclical of 


Pius commanding all Catholics in Italy to abstain from participation 
,in elections or taking service under the Crown. This inhibition has 
kept probably a third of the inhabitants of Italy from taking part in 
parliamentary elections. In consequence the radicals, who are anti- 
•church as well as anti-monarchy, have been gathering increased 
strength year by year. 
Meanwhile the subsidy voted to the Papacy 


'has been allowed to accumulate unclaimed in the Italian treasury,. It. 
now amounts to a large sum. 


• The new. Pontiff has shown no disposition to touch this money 


as yet notwithstanding the financial straits of the Vatican, but he has 
reversed Pio Nono's policy with reference to participation in politics 
with a decision which admits of no misunderstanding. His encyclical 
has been received with undisguised satisfaction by the government or- 


. gans and is gratifying to conservatives of all^ classes, but whether it 
"means that an entente cordiale has been established between the Vati- 
can and the Quirinal remains to be seen. It may be that the Pontiff 
has concluded that it is necessary for the church to take measures to 
protect itself from the destructive tendencies of the Socialists. Per- 
haps He thinks that conservatives of all classes should present a united 
front against the growing power of Socialism. 


At any rate the Socialists are ten times more hostile to the church 


than is the Monarchy. All the members of the royal family are devout 
Catholics. The King is careful to pay the greatest marks of respect 
to the Pontiff. The Papacy is secure in Rome under the Monarchy. 
and within the Vatican -the Pope is absolute master. 
He holds a court 


and receives ambassadors accredited to him by foreign powers. 
The 


Socialists desire to abolish all this. They are more hostile to the 
church if anything than to the Monarchy.- They cry, "Down with 
the Pope!" and "Down with the King!'' with equal fervor. They are 
largely led by atheists, and are as bent on destroying ecclesiastical 
power as they are on overturning 'the Monarchy. Hence His Holi- 
ness may have decided that the threat of Socialism was endangering 
the peace and security of the church. We will now see for the first 
time since Victor Emmanuel entered Rome the 
so-called 
"Black 


Families"—the ancient nobility still faithful to the church—active in 
politics and taking service under the grandson and namesake of the 
despoiler of the Papacy. •

boycott is being pushed with even greater vigor since the President 
issued the order for a more liberal interpretation of the exclusion act. 
This is but contributory evidence that the real object of the boycott 
is not to secure a relaxation in the enforcement of the exclusion law, 
but to secure the abrogation of the law itself. The success gained by 
the issuance of the President's order has only emboldened the'Chinese 
.to crowd on more steam and increase their demands. T?here is a cool 
. impudence, however, about Chinese living in American territory under 
protection of the American flag urging their countrymen in.China to 
continue the boycott on American goods that is refreshing. 
The 


Mongols appear to think they have Uncle Sam on the run. 


The Persecuted Socialists. 


The Socialists are clamoring that they are being persecuted/for 


opinion's sake because the police authorities are enforcing the ord- 
inance which forbids public meetings in the streets. Their clamor is 
not justified. 
They are not being discriminated against. They have 


'deliberately invited the action of the police by nightly blocking the 
public highways with mass meetings. It is not because-they are So- 
cialists that they are interfered with, but because they are interfering 
with the lawful use of the streets for the purpose for which they were 
.dedicated. Socialists have as much right to the "streets as other peo- 
ple—but no more. They have the same right to their opinions that 
other people have io theirs—no more." They insist upon challenging 
the law as an infringement of their personal liberty, when the law does 
nothing of the kind. If other political parties insisted upon holding 
•mass meetings in the streets, riot, tumult and disorder would follow, 
and the 'transaction of business during exciting political campaigns 
would be virtually impossible. Because me'mbers of other political 
.organizations obey the law without protest is no reason why the So- 
cialists should be permitted to violate it with impunity. Putting up 
a blind man to do the speaking and make himself liable to arrest is 
merely a cunning diversion. It reveals the subtle character of the 
attack on the law that the Socialists are making. They are seeking 
'trouble, not trying to avoid it.' When they cry out against alleged 
persecution they are simply clamoring to be allowed to override and 
break down the law forbidding political assemblages in the streets. 
When they have succeeded in breaking down'that ordinance they will 
seek some, other legal enactment to override and break down. If any 
•man disbelieves this let him quietly investigate among the Socialist 
^.leaders. He will find that these men are leading a crusade against 
.•laws in general, which they declare were made by capital for the benefit 
—-of capitalists. They are playing a blind man against the law to dis- 


, guise their real purpose. They use women and cripples for the same 
reason. Their scheme is to keep on infringing the law till they break 


• -it down. When the law is enforced they cry persecution. That is the 


"business in a nutshell"

The Japanese in Saghalien. 


The events of the present' war have clearly demonstrated Jhat 


Vladivostok is of little or no strategic value to Russia so far as Japan 
is concerned, but whatever value it has, politically speaking,'is entirely 
neutralized by the Japanese occupation of Saghalien Island. The port 
is blocked with ice five months in the year and is commanded by the 
Japanese coasts. Besides, it is so isolated and far removed from any 
other naval base as to rend/er it practically useless for offensive pur- 
poses. During the present war a large garrison has been kept there in 
idleness merely to guard against.Japanese attack, while the Japanese 
themselves have been at small pains to keep the port blockaded. Its 
commerce has been practically destroyed. With, the Japanese in pos- 
session of Saghalien, Vladivostok is completely blocked as a sea out- 
let. Saghalien is valuable to.Japan chiefly for its -fisheries and its 
strategic position at the mouth' of the Amur. It is a ble'ak, barren, 
inhospitable land with few. natural resources and no commercial ad- 
vantages. It is probable that the Japanese have seized it 
pending 


negotiations with the intention of holding it permanently as a guard 
over the coast of Siberia. The character of its inhabitants is a draw- 
back to its possession, however, that will embarrass Japanese adminis- 
tration. The population is made up mainly of the lowest order of 
criminals, still more brutalized by a barbarous prison system and exile, 
in a land devoid of-the comforts and accessories of modern civilized life. 


t' the Japanese government probably had a carefully thought-out 


plan of dealing with the problems which will confront it before the 
occupation of the island was decided on; and it rriust be admitted that 
the Japanese have developed a marked talent for administration in 
Formosa, Korea and Manchuria. It may be taken for granted, there- 
fore, that they will be able to successfully cope with the situation.

SUGGESTIONS FOR 


THE HOUSEWIFE. 


Whenever the windows refuse to go 


up and down without a great deal of 
tugging and pulling, or bureau draw- 
ers seem to stick, brown soap Is a 
friend in need. Take out the drawer 
and rub the soap on the runners and 
the groove in which the drawer is 
hung and, after pushing the window 
up as far as it will go, rub the soap 
on the sash or take the window out 
entirely and rub the soap on the edges 
If the windows are taken out and all 
the ropes and edges of the cleaned 
windows are rubbed with soap there 
will be no trouble with them for i 
year, when the soap may be renewed.

of Rev. Richard P. Brennan, pastor of 
Mission Dolores Church, which ocearred 
at 10:45 o'clock last night, called from 
the archdiocese one of the most venerable 
pi-lests of the Coast and one who had 
given forty years of his life to the service 
of the church 'In California.

It Is provided, however, that such a 
structure may be built under the author- 
ity of the Legislature of a State across 
rivers and other waterways, the navigable 
portions of which lie wholly, within the 
limits of a single State, after the approval 
of plans by the Chief of Engineers and 
the Secretary Of War. 
As the Legislature of California 
has 
given no consent to the erection of any 
kind of bridge over the Carquinez Straits,

Professor Staruey is a big figure in 


the musical 
world, 
and particularly 


where musical education is concerned 
He speaks with authority about those 
things that pertain to music and mu- 
sicians 
There were no signs in the audience 
that any member of tae crowd consid- 
ered herself or himself, as a failure 
in the art of winning the respect of 
the world 
The 
ladies 
were music 


teachers for the most part, and they 
were evidentls astonished at the Idea 
of anyone imagining that the world 
failed to respect them 
What could Professor Stanley mean' 
The Professor 
ignoring tne aston- 
Isament did not even smile at the 
commotion that he had caused but 
continued his remarks saying gravely 
"When I have been present at con- 


ventions of musicians and heard reso- 
lutions read the eftect oi which was 
expected to be the gaining of respect, 
for musicians as a class I have been 
amazod at the lack of idea of such ac- 
tion being taken 
The resolutions that 
may be adopted under such circum- 
stances are aardly calculated to im- 
press the world with thPir desirability, 
and always they ignore the underlying 
cause of such lack of respect for mu- 
sicians as may exist 
"Why are musicians not respected' 
Why is there a feeling that they are, 
perhaps a bit 'queer * Why does a 
body of musicians find it necessary to 
pass resolutions that will dissipate the 
idea that musicians are unlike otaer 
wise smart sensible people' 
1 -will tell you Musicians too of- 


ten know nothing but music 
They 
learn something—possibly a gx>od deal 
—of mus c and there they stop 
' They do not fancy, apparently that 


it is necessary or desirable to know 
those things which help to 
balance 


mens and women's faculties 
Thus 
they become too often, eccentric They 
are not rounded out 
Thej nave pe- 


culiarities that could be avoided, and 
should be 
Into such gross extrava- 
gance do these 
eccentricities some- 


times go that the perpetrator loses 
the respect of that world in which, -ae 
live"Instead of musicians adopting res- 
olutions m convention in order to win 
people's respect let them broaden out, 
be fully matured, well bred men ant, 
women. 
Then the stigma that some 


feej is attached to tne title of 'musi- 


cian' wlJl most likely disappear. Tien 
the respect that is desired will be won. 
It will be a lasting, respect and one 
that is deserved 


Following the disquisition upon this 


topic, Professor Stanley Informed his 
hearers that the subject of music is 
tbe one subject in the public school 
curriculum that is taught by persons 
who know absolutely nothing about It 
He declared his belief that the so- 
called 'American tone" is the result of 
imperfect teaching of music In the 
public schools, and the same cause is 
responsible for the comparative lack 
of good or great singing voices in this 
country.

For sev- 


eral hours the supply 
was entirely 


cut off, and every one had te procure 
the precious lio.uid from such of his 
neighbors as owned wells 
It is said by the officials of the wa- 
ter company that the small tank was 
filled to supply the town ^htle repairs 
were in progress at the large reser- 
voir 
The amount of water was not 


sufficient to keep running after noon, 
while the work lasted until after mid- 
night 
Tie townspeople suffered two boors 


from thp zitmt cause on Friday, and 
are btifmnlng to think that it is some- 
thing more than a coincidence that 
^ach accidents happen so near togeth- 
er Just after the date when the com- 
pany threatened to cut off the town 
'entirely if the rates were not raised. 
When the Town Trustees iad the 
matter of fixing the price of water 
for this fiscal year under considera- 
tion, every member-of the Board re- 
ceived a private letter from the San 
Lorenzo Water Company stating that 
on July 1 the stop cock would be turn- 
ed and the town would go thirsty un- 
less the rates were raised and a com- 
promise effected with the 
compapy. 
After consulting with the Town At- 
torney the Trustees paid no attention 
to the threats and fixed the rates at 
the former figure. 


The company did not turn off the 
water on July 1, but sent instructions 
to their agents to "keep things gotrg 
on as usual. The officials of the town 
were all prepared to enjoin the mana- 
ger from shutting off the supply if he 
should try it 
When the Hont Brothers' Company, 


waich controls t1" *"!* cannery here, 
announced its intention to dig for wa- 
ter, it was thought that it, was to es- 
cape from the troubles that might 
•rise out of this condition of affairs. 
The digger* struck a bountiful supply 
of pure water, and the company has 
lust had a huge reservoir built to store 
the liquid. 
. 
It Is stated authoritatively that the 
cannery people bad folly determined 
to install their own water plant thi* 
year as they would need so much that 
the expense of buying it* would oe 
greater than digging.

FIRST WITNESS. 


Kington was first put on' the stand, 


and his testimony was the first inti- 
mation of the plan Collins pursued in 
sneaking out 
of the 
city.

plained that he had been living

1118 Sacramento street a little over a 
month, the reason being that Collins 
was short of money and could not pay 
him, and supplied him with board and 
residence as some measure cf recom- 
pense. 
"That is absolutely the only 


reason, and this proposition of

acting as a thug and bodyguard for 
Collins 
is 
absolutely untrue," ex- 


claimed Kington. IJe' recounted with 
great circumstantiality the details of

SNEAKING AWAY. 


'7 went with him to the station at 


his request. He had told me he meant
